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AHAT in the preſent diſordered ſlate 
of things, there will always be brothels 
and proſtitutes, is a fact but too indiſput- 


able, however unpleaſing. Any attempt to pre- 


vent this evil, would be no leſs impoſſible than 
1mpohtic, in the opinion of many; abſurd in 
itſelf, and productive of the worſt conſequences. 


Now, though we ſhould ſubſcribe to this rea- 
ſoning, and allow this neceſſity ; yet ſurely there 


is no neceſſity, that the wretched inſtruments of 


paſſion, the unhappy women aſſigned to this 
baſe ſervice, ſhould endure all the extremities of 
miſery, and periſh in troops, unpitied, and 


unregarded, as if they were not fellow-creatures, 


and fellow-heirs of eternity. This hath long

been the voice of humanity. And as the ex- 
quiſite diſtreſſes of deluded young women, have 
not, could not eſcape obſervation; many bene- 
volent wiſhes have been vented both from the 
lips and from the pens of different perſons, _ 
that ſome method might be thought of, ſome 9 
humane ſcheme deviſed, for the relief of theſe 5 
pitiable ſufferers ; for their reſcue from cala- 
mities, of all others moſt rere becaule, Hong

magnanimity, virtue, influence or addreſs enough 
to carry it into execution: till Mr. DINGLEY 
roſe ſuperior to mean and popular prejudices; :

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Happy in the approbation of the public, Mr.

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With reſpe& to thoſe who have let the houſe 
With credit, we have had the pleaſure to hear the 
moſt favourable accounts in general : they turn 
out good ſervants, and have approved themſelves 
to the families in which they are placed, and in 
which we have the ſatisfaction to find that they 
continue; a very ſmall number only excepted. 

For thoſe who have been diſmiſt the houſe, for 
irregularities, it is but juſtice to ſay, that though 
doubtleſs ſome of them have been tyrned our 
for crimes, yet the far greater part haye been 
diſmiſt for Faults and imprudencies; little petu- 
lance of temper and refractorineſs of behaviour, 
which could not by any means be allowed. And 
who can wonder at this, in a ſociety of above 
an hundred young women, who have lived ſo 
much at large; have had, many of them, ſo 
few advantages from education or example; and 
been ſo little accuſtomed to the decency of re- 
gular and amiable conduct? Nay, we are 
perſuaded, that they who conſider the nature of 
the inſtitution, and that the preſent is an account 
of its firſt ay, will rather be ſurpriſed to find, 
that ſo few as 114, out of 683, have been diſ- 
mift for irregular conduct. At the firſt open- 
ing of the houſe, before experience had yet

from a reluctance to reject the miſerable peti- 
tioners, ſome not altogether proper gained ad- 


miſſion. This was one ſource of more frequent 
diſmiſſions at firſt. And as in the firſt inſtitution 

one Matron only was provided, the multiplicity 
of whoſe neceſſary attendance upon the other 


buſineſs of the houſe, prevented her conſtant 
preſence with the women; a proper check upon 


them was wanting, to ſtifle little quarrels, correct 


refractory tempers, and diſcourage petulant 


and opprobrious language.

As no man could ever ſuppoſe/ that each 
individual admitted within the walls of the 


Magdalen- houſe, would prove a real penitent, and 


reap all the beneſits there propoſed to them; ſo, 


certainly, it muſt be confeſt, that theſe are as 
happy conſequences, as the moſt ſanguine eſ- 
pouſers of this charitable deſign could expect; 


conſequences, which muſt delight the heart of 
every humane and ſincere Chriſtian; who can 


never fail to hear with pleaſure of the reſtoration 


and recovery of ſo many young and helpleſs 
fellow- creatures from a ſtate the molt pitiable;

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For the women now in the houſe, we have 


the pleaſure to aſſure the public, that they be- 

have themſelves, with all imaginable propriety. 
Nay, the public are themſelves, in ſome meaſure; 
judges, by ſeeing their decent and commendable 


deportment in the Chapel, which has diſpelled 
the doubts, and diſſipated the ſcruptes of many 


heſitating objectors to this deſign, Their con- 
duct, in other reſpects, is conformable to that 


in the Chapel; as unexceptionable as could be 


expected; nay, and much more ſo than might 
generally be imagined, conſidering their former 
Nate and circumſtances. Several of them eon-

norant of them. But one of this infernal crew, with an im- 


pudence which is ſcarce to be parallel'd, hath lately hired 
the venal quill of fome hackney writer to proclaim publicly 
to mankind his ſeandalous and horrid proceedings, and 
hath laid open ſome of thoſe artifices, which may perhaps 
tend to another purpoſe, than the ſpirit of that pamphlet 
proves it written with.

In truth, this objection might as well be urged 
againſt every other charitable inſtitution ; nay 
indeed, I have heard it urged againſt ſome, 
which ſeem leaſt liable to its force. And you 
might, with as much reaſon ſuppoſe, that a ma- 
ſon would be careleſs how he mounted the 
| ladder, and indifferent whether he fell down or 
not, and broke a leg, becauſe there 1s an hoſpital 
ready to receive him.z as that a woman ſhould 
commence * proſtitute, becauſe there is a houſe 
.of penitence and induſtry to receive her in woe 
and diſtreſs. 

Different, far different, are e the motives which 
are urged, and the proſpects which are preſented, 
when the ſeducer ſpreads his toils againſt artleſs 
unſuſpecting innocence, Golden dreams, and 
gay delights, lull her fancy and her conſcience z 
and ſhe thinks of nothing elſe, till ſhe awakens 
from her ſleep, and finds herſelf undone ! 


Bur, ſuppoſing the preſent deſign well plan- 
ned, the purpoſe good, and the effects more 
admirable than could have been expected, even 
by the moſt ſanguine favourer of this charity; 
Some will yet object again (and we would with

We muſt be allowed here to rejoin, that inſiſt- 
ing too much on this point, in the Preſent in- 
fant ſtate of this deſign, is rather unkind ; and 
eſpecially, if it be ſo inſiſted on, as to be made 
an objection againſt it. Let thoſe, who raiſe it, 
rather ewploy their time and their thoughts, as 
they would wiſh to unite in the good of their 
_ fellow-creatures, how beſt to remove it, and pro- 
poſe whatever may ſeem reaſonable to them 
ſelves on this head; and I believe I may take 
upon me to ſay, that all ſuch propofals will be 
received with due deference and eſteem. 
But ſurely they muſt not have reflected ſeri. 
ouſly on the influence of religious principles, who 
lay too much ſtreſs on this objection. All pa- 
rents and friends ſuppoſe the advantages of edu- 
cation great, and the bias of religious principles 
ſuch, that it is ſufficient to preſerve the mind 
from deviating | into the paths of error and follv, 
If not, why are we ſo falicitous for giving our 
children good education, and an early tincture of 
virtue? And why ſhould we not preſume the 
ſame in regard to theſe women, many of 
whom have entered the houſe, utterly ignorant 
of and uninſtructed in the religion of their coun- 
try; ſtrangers too much to their God and their 
N Saviour,

Saviour, the glad tidings of whoſe mercy is like 
refreſhing balm to their ſouls ? Now, as the 
Chriſtian Religion, in ſuch circumſtances, 'is a 

perfectly new thing, great and admirable are the 
effects which may reaſonably be expected from 
it : and as the moſt diligent care is taken to in- 
ſtruct them in the ſound principles of the faith, 
no friend to that faith muſt doubt 1 gout” ef- 
fects of ſuch inſtruction. . 
Beſides, after the time of their probation, 
| which will be more or leſs, as proper behaviour 
| may dictate, and opportunity offer; it is not to 
Q be doubted, but many friends will be reconciled 
to and receive them; (ſome have already been, 
reconciled :)—that upon the exacteſt knowledge 
of their characters, (which may be had here with- 
out the leaſt deception) many worthy perſons 
will employ them as ſervants, which will be but 
an act of ordinary juſtice: Some may become 
uſeful and faithful wives; and as being habi- 
tuated to induſtry, and taught many uſeful 
branches of employment in the houſe, they will 
moreover be enabled to procure their own bread ;z 
and that more eſpecially, as it will be the care of * 
the Directors of this Charity, ſo to fix thoſe in 
future life who ſhall gain their eſteem by pro- 
per conduct, and ſo to occupy the little ſums 
they: may as. * during their ſtay in the houſe,

as to enable them the better to procure an ho- 
nourable ſubſiſtence, For it is well known, that 
many of theſe unhappy women, who have once 
loſt their character, have no poſſible opportuni- 
ty to get their own bread, however able and de- 
ſirous they may be, thro? the natural reluctancy 
there is in the generality of people to employ 
them; nay, indeed, we might ſay, thro' the 
almoſt unavoidable impoſſibility of employing 
them. So that when they leave the houſe, ſtored 
with good principles, and with an habit of in- 
_duſtry, and are put into a way to procure a 
livelihood, there can be no doubt but they will 
do ſo. And ſhould ſome miſcarry out of the 
number, yet if ſome, if half only, are reſtored 
and ſaved ; certainly it will well repay all the 
trouble. And I cannot but remark, in juſtice to 
the women now in the houſe, that they are tru- _ 
ly ſenſible of the neceſſity of induſtry, The 
account of what they have already gained, which 
hath been publiſhed “, is a ſufficient proof, that 
they have not been, that they are not, idle. And 
this account may ſerve alſo to corroborate another 
remark, which was made when the Plan was 
firſt laid before the world; that greater good 
may be done, at a leſs expence, in this undertak- 


It appears from this account, that from the commence- 
ment of the charity, Auguſt 10, 1758, to April 12, 1759, the 
work done by the Women, as ſpinning, making caps, ſhirts, 
winding filk, embroidering of gloves, Sc, = to 
* 19 5. ue. | 
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ing, than in almoſt any other charitable ſcheme; 
| fince it is to be ſuppoſed, that when the whole 
is duly regulated, the women will nearly main- 
tain themſelves. 

This may ſerve as an anſwer to the objeaibn | 
under view : but I muſt add beſides, that a due | 
attention will be had to the demands of our co- 
lonies abroad; where ſuch as are willing, upon 
the beſt advantages and propoſals, will be tranſ- 
| ferred, at the diſcretion and direction of che Go 
yernors. 

The great decreaſe of our people is a ſubject 
of common obſervation, and doubtleſs one fource 
of it is that abominable luſt, and prevalent pro- 
miſcuous commerce of the ſexes, which, to the 
prejudice of honourable matrimony, ſo notori- 
ouſly abounds. As very many of the ob- 
jects in the Magdalen Houſe are extremely young, 
the preſerving them from that immediate de- 

ſtruction into which they muſt otherwiſe have 
fallen, it is hoped, is an object not unworthy | 

men who love their country, and wiſh to pro- 

mote its happineſs. And as many of them have 
been delnded, in the moſt ſcandalous manner, 
ſome, 1 may ſay, without a figure, almoſt in their 
hanging ſleeves, and have been kept purpoſely in 
black and total ignorance of the crime, to which 
they were unwittingly introduced ; ſurely, it is 
but a debt we owe to ſuch, to give them the 
means of inſtruction, and one chance at leaſt for

eternal life, which they could otherwiſe never 


have fou nd. 


If, as ſome have fondly advanced, an n attempt 


of this kind be methodiftical; let thoſe perſons be 
told, it would well become us all to be ſuch Me- 


thodiſts. Indeed this little wild bolt of weak- 
_ neſs ſcarce deſerves to be mentioned; except 


to remark the abſurdity of ſame ſort of people 
who think it ſufficient to decry a good man, or 


a good work, if they brand it with the name of | 


Methodiſt. This ſurely is moſt injudicious; ſince 
it is giving the higheſt honour to the people 


whom they mean to condemn, by ſuppoſing 
that real virtue, and ſubſtantial piety, is only to 


be met with amongſt them. However, be it 


known, that nothing of Methodi/m or Enthuſiaſm 25 


hath, or ever will have place, we truſt, in this 


Deſign. The Gentlemen concerned in it, have 


knowledge too real, and picty too ſolid, to coun- 


tenance or encourage any thing weak, wild, and 
blaſphemous: and tho they are not aſnamed 
to think the doctrines of the Chriſtian Religion 


eſſentially neceſſary to be taught in all their 


plainneſs to the Peniſents, with "whom deepneſs 
of learning, or vaſt reach of thought, is by no 


means neceſſary; yet they will always take care 
ſo to provide, that imputations of this ſort may 


be only the blaſts of calumny, or the inane effu- 


ſions of ignorance and inattention. 
Noble minds are always the moſt free from 


an: this is a nent plant, which grows moſt 


luxuri- 
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luxuriantly in the worſt ſoils. But it is well that 
the preſent undertaking can never be affected 
by the malevolence of the lower ſort, who may 
regret ſuch a proviſion for their miſerable, and 
by them judged, utterly unworthy, fellow-crea- 
tures, but will never be able to prevent it. 
Sometimes too, there is à ſtern ſeverity even in 
virtue, which knows not to forgive failings, 
whereto itſelf is a ſtranger :. and Full often we 
find, that men can be extremely rigid to faults 
of. which they themſelves are guiltleſs ; While 
they harbour ſins equally odious and deſtructive 
in their boſoms, and can very readily pardon 
and paſs over them, quick- ſighted to the mote 
in their brother s, very dim to the beam in their 
own eye. To the latter of theſe, we would wiſh 
to recommend our Saviour's conduct in the caſe of 
the woman caught in adultery, and adviſe ſuch 
as are without fin themſelves to caſt the firſt ſtone. 
To the former, with all the winning mildneſs of 
the father to the eldeſt ſon in the parable, we 
would reply, It is meet that we. ſhould make merry 
and be glad: far this thy brother, thy fellow 
creature, and fellow Chriſtian, was dead, and 
25 alive again.z was loſt, and is found 1%; 
Thus much ſeemed requiſite to urge, over and 
above what follows in the Sermon, and which it 
was not ſo convenient to add there. And I have 
only to requeſt my reader's favourable regard, 
which I ſhall not doubt to obtain, when the no-

The religion he 
hath inſtituted, is the moſt agreeable and correſ- 
pondent to the neceſſities of mankind : the ex- 
ample he hath ſet, the moſt conducive to that 
perfecting our nature, which is the end of our 
Being, and the foundation of our felicity. | 
That Virtue is preferable to Vice: that, if 
there be a God, he muſt delight in Virtue: that, 
what he delights in, may reaſonably expect to be 
happy; was the general perſuaſion of the beſt 
and wiſeſt Heathens. But theſe opinions left 
them only in fad diſquietude and uneaſy ſuſ- 
penſe: : 
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penſe ; ſince the prevalent corruption of humart 


Nature, permitted very little ſatisfaction to ariſe 


from the contemplation of Virtues, defiled with 


innumerable blemiſhes, for which they were ut- 


terly ignorant whether pardon might be obtain- 
ed lat all; or if obtained, in what manner the 
Deity could be atoned and made placable. This 

held them, as it were, all their life time ſubject 


to bondage; and made death, as one of the 
ableſt of them calls it, „of all dreadful things 


the moſt horribly dreadful.” 


Theſe clouds are removed, and: this tine 


diſpelled, by that life and immortality which is 


brought to light by the Goſpel. And, to the 


' unſpeakable comfort of our ſouls, we perceive 
the Son of God himſelf moved by the moſt af- 
fecting benevolence, to eſpouſe our cauſe, to 


purchaſe our ſalvation, to proclaim our pardon-, 


and making a revelation of the fovereign Will, 


compleatly adapted to our wants, perfectly diſ- 


perſing our doubts and our fears, and inſpiring 


us at once with the moſt pleaſing e eee 
and the warmeſt love. 3 
The words of the text ſerve well to ſhew us 


the admirable Diſpoſition of our Saviour, and the 
important End of his appearance amongſt us: 
And as that Diſpoſition was the moſt amiably 
benevolent and compaſſionate, and that End the 
ſalvation of repenting ſinners ; there ſurely can 
be nothing more proper to engage our attention 
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at preſent, when we are aſſembled to promote 


and encourage an undertaking of which BEX E 


VOLENCE and COMPASSION are the noble Fun- 
dations : of which the SALVATION of LosT and 
RUINED SOULS is the glorious End.

Wherein I ſhall need 


all that candor and favourable attention, which a 
ſubject ſo new and ſo delicate may juſtly claim. 
And permit me to hope, that as I tread firſt, 


by your appointment, in this trackleſs path, you 


will make the more indulgent allowances, 


TR. Then let us take a general view of the end 
and excellence of the Chriſtian Religion. 


And certainly that end is the moſt noble that 


can be fancied, the moſt commendable that can 


be conceived, It i is nothing leſs than the reco- 


very of mankind from ruin and wretchedneſs: 


than the reſtoration of a fallen world to favour 
and felicity, with the author of their exiſtence, | 
and the fountain of all good. | 
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The Scriptures ſet this end before us in terms 
the moſt expreſſive, and the moſt pleaſing. We 
are told in them, that God ſo loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that, whoſoever be- 


lieveth in him, ſhould not periſb, but have everlaſt- 
ing life, We are told that this divine and only 
| begotten Son came into the world to ſave finners. 
Nay, and he himſelf, throughout the courſe of 
his miniſtry, utter'd only pathetic invitations to 


the weary and heavy-laden to come to him, and find 


mercy and /ife ; to take his eaſy yoke, and receive 


reſt and tranquility. And in the words of the 
text, you perceive what kind encouragemertt fell 
from his bleſſed lips, fully expreſſing his bene- 


volent deſign, and engaging the humble peni- 


tent to acceſs and confidence. They that are 


 wohole, (ſaid he to the malevolent Phariſees, who 
objected to him, becauſe they ſaw him eat with 
| Publicans and Sinners,) they that are whole need 


not a phyſician ,, but they that are fick. Mur- 


mur not therefore, ye Scribes and Phariſees, that 
] eat and converſe with Publicans and Sinners: 


my buſineſs is with ſuch : and the end of my 


coming into the world was the ſalvation of theſe. 
I converfe not with them to lull them in fatal 


ſecurity amidft their vices, or to contract any 


taint from the contagion of their impurities ; but 


as the phyſician viſits the chamber of the ſick, 


and is occupied amidft the couches of the lan- 


guiſhing and diſtreſt; ſo do 1, as the great phy- 
Le 3 „ n 
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ſician of the ſoul, ſeek out the ſick and diſeas'd 


in mind; and offer health and-ſalvation to the 


children of men, ſuffering under a malady, the 
moſt mortal and inveterate, the malady of fin.— 
And what phyſician, in caſes of diſtreſs and dan- 

ger, ſtands upon the niceties of forms, or the ex- 


actneſs of punctilio? Why then do ye marvel 


and murmur that I, in the like extremities, act 


in the like manner ? Go ye, and learn what that 


meaneth, which God delivered by his prophet of 


old, I will have mercy, and not ſacrifice ; 1 will 


have mercy, RATHER THAN facrifice : where the 


one or the other muſt be omitted, let Mercy, 


by all means, let the work of compaſſion, bene- 


| ficence and love, be preferred to sacr1F1ce, to 


inſtituted forms, and merely external ordinan- 


ces; which, tho? neceſſary in themſelves, and 
highly uſeful, as ordained of God, and as means | 
to an important end, muſt yet never deſtroy 


that end, but give place and preference to it : 


for of all things mercy, acts of humanity and be- 


nevolence, are moſt pleaſing to the God of love; | 


and of all acts, as being the moſt humane and 


beneficent, the ſalvation of loſt ſinners from 


deſtruction and death. And this is the great 
work for which I came into the world, this is 


the great end J have in view to accompliſh, 7 
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am not come to call the righteous, but fi ners to 


repentance f. | 

There is one remark, which, from a review 
of this apology of our Saviour to-the Phariſees, 
naturally ariſeth in the human mind; and the 
more naturally, as daily experience gives us un- 
pleaſing proof of it ; which is, the much greater 


readineſs and willingneſs, (if I may ſo ſay) in the 


ſovereign Lord of the world to pardon. offences, 
and to blot out the remembrance of them 
from his-book, than is but too commonly found: 
amongſt fellow-creatures, Great offences, and 
deep blots in life are frequently treaſured up in 
the tables of human memory; and, however 
repentance and a thorough change of conduct 
may witneſs a renewed life and a pardoned ſtate, 


we find men but too apt to recolle& the old 


grievance, and too backward to forget and to 


cancel what God hath Megs; and long ſince 


freely forgiven. 
The ſenſe of our own frailty, the 1 


of the Almighty's ready pardon, and the conſi- 


deration of the great end which brought the Sa- 
viour into the world, ſhould teach us another 


conduct; and inſpire us with mutual forbear- 
ance, and that feeling compaſſion, which above 


all things dignifies and diſtinguiſhes human 


nature.

of men, he difrobed himſelf of his glory, and 
aſſum'd human nature in:its loweſt form: Glory 


10 God in the higheſt, peace on earth, and good. will 


towards men, was the gladſome ſong which the 


heavenly chorus echaed at his birth : Good will 


towards men influenced bis Whale life, and ſhone 


beautifully diſplayed in his every action. When 


the children of affliction ſurrounded him, and he 


beheld the tears of diſtreſs ; his generous heart 


was moved at the call of compaſſion : he ſaw, 
the pitied ; he relieved. None ever requeſted 
his aid, and found a repulſe: naneever implored 
his mercy, and were rejected in their ſuit, He 
refuſed no company ; he declined no fatigue; 
he ſhrunk from no danger, whenever he might 
adminiſter relief to the ſauls orthe bodies of men. 
Unwearied in love, he went about diffuſing peace 


and bleſſing: and as he came into the World to 


fave ſinners; ſo he left no means untricd, ne 
' motives unurged, to call them to repentance 


and pardon : and, at the end, after having 


done all to gain and reſtore a loſt world, he 
crowned his -mighty benevolence, by an act ſu- 
price to all praiſe. He died for ſinners | 


Of the excellence of a religion like this, whoſe 
end is ſo eminently noble, whoſe author is ſo 
i great 


. — 
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great, and ſo good, the only .. begotten and 
eternal Son of God, the perfect pattern of 
cvery laudable and heavenly affection; —of 
the excellence of ſuch à religion, why need we 
ſpeak ? we muſt all feel it: and to be happy, 
we muſt experience it. But who can help re- 
marking, from the lighteſt view of it, the great 
importance of human ſouls, and the high value 
which the God, who made us; is pleaſed to ſet 
upon his rational creatures ? Rather than they 
| ſhall periſh, his own Son ſhall become one of 
them, ſuffer for, ranſom,” and redeem them. 
A thouſand and a thouſand - pathetic calls and 
invitations ſhall be given them: nay, and the 
ever bleſſed Spirit itſelf ſhall be commiſſioned to 
awaken and inhabit, to comfort and to guide 
them. Even the holy angels are introduced as 
intereſted in their welfare ; and heaven itſelf, 
with its ſupreme N repreſented, as as par- 
taking in the joy of ſouls reſtored: 7. here is jay 
in heaven, and befere the angels of God, over one ſin- 
ner that repenteth ; one ſheep, that is found, one 
ſon that 1s reſtored to life. And can we conceive 
a higher notion of the value which the Father 
puts on the leaſt of his reaſonable creatures?

with which the heavenly beings are filled on their 
recovery ! Need I then ſay, how amiable and

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honourable, nay, how neceſſary it is, that we 
ſhould labour to increaſe this celeſtial joy, by an 
attention to our own, by a * concern 
for the ſalvation of others? 

I would juſt make one remark more on the 
excellence of the Chriſtian religion; which is, that 
tho' it affords abundant conſolation to the re- 


turning (inner ; yet it gives not the leaſt counte- 


nance conceivable ' to fin itſelf. Our Saviour 
came, he tells us, as a phyſician to heal the ſick 


as a ſhepherd to feek and to ſave that which was 


loſt ; as an almighty redeemer to call ſinners to 
repentance. Repentance can alone admit to, or 
render us capable of his favour : while we con- 
tinue in the practice of Vice, we have no room 
to hope for, we have no ground to expect, his 
pardon and grace. Of which would we par- 
take, undiſſembled contrition muſt lead us to his 
throne, and a perfect reformation, in a renewed 
life, witneſs the ſincerity of our minds and the 
reality of our profeſſion. And they, be aſſured, 

who lead you to hope for pardon without peni- 
tence, and to depend on an enthuſiaſtic faith 


without fruits, or a righteouſneſs without works,

So that you may obſerve with great pleaſure, 
that the Religion of Chriſt propoſeth, with 
the moſt winning benevolence, conſolation to 
ſinners the moſt afflicted, and to ſouls the 
moſt depreſſed; while it encourageth not the 
leaſt appearance of iniquity; but recommends 
the moſt ſolid and rational piety in a ſyſtem of 
laws, the moſt pure and the moſt perfect that 
the earth ever ſaw ; upon motives, the moſt 


Works. When St. Paul in his epiſtle to the Remann ehap. iv 
ver. 6, ſpeaks of Righteouſneſs without Works, it is evident to 5 
any man, who underſtandsthe language in which he writes, or 
who attends to the context, that he means only fuſtification 
or parden of paſt ſins, upon Faith and Repentance.

ment with , &c. which our tranſlators have ren- 
dered juſtified, Juſtifieth, &. in ver. 2, 5, Oc. And it is 
much to be wiſhed, that this accuracy had been preſerved 
throughout our Tranſlation; that the ſame word in the ori- 
{ always had been rendered by the /ame word in the En- 
eliſh. By this means many abjections and controverſies a: 
gitated with no ſmall fury, had been prevented. Righteouſe 
meſs without works, is a contradiction in terms, in our lan- 
Suage; for Righteouſneſs is only a complex word for all mo- 
ral virtues, or good works. To ſay that it means the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt in this place betrays great inattention; 3 
ſince the apoſtle is evidently ſpeaking only of jufification or 
pardon of paſt offences, through faith; and Faith, ſays he, 
was reckoned to Abraham for righteouſneſs, ver. 9. R% 
TW Apa 7 Tis 4s ig AIXG"0vNv,. that 1 1S, he wag looked upon 
by God as a juftified perſon, as in a ſtate of pardon, on ac- 
count of that Faith, which. the Apoſtle deſcribes in the fol- 
towing verſes : See alſo ver. 5 and 22, 
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affefting and perſuaſive z and under a 
the moſt holy, awful, and formidable. 
This may ſuffice to ſhew the end, and the 
excellence of the Chriſtian inſtitution: which 
might indeed be conſider'd in various other 


inimitable parts, did not the time, and the de- 
ſign we are met to encourage, render it the 


leſs ſeaſonable. I cannot however fail to ob- 
ſerve, that ſo ſtriking is the beauty of the 
Religion we profeſs, that it hath extorted, as 


it were, unwilling praiſes from the pen of a 


late noble writer *, who applied all his wit and 


his parts to oppoſe and degrade it. For H E 
acknowledgeth that it is @ moſt amiable and uſeful 


inſtitution ; whoſe natural tendency is direfled to 
promote the peace and happineſs of mankind ; that 
it contains all the duties of natural Religion, and 
teacheth them in the moſt plain and ſimple manner; 
that it is one continued leſſon of the ſtricteſt Mo- 


rality, of Juſtice, of Benevelence, 6nd of ne 


charity : That, as its moral precepts are ex- 
cellent ; ſo its poſitive inſtitutions are nat only in- 


nocent but profitable, and extremely proper to keep 


up the ſpirit of Religion; that it is a moſt ſimple 


and intelligible rule Y 1 worſhip, aud ee 


tice, &c.

That end, you have heard from the mouth of 
the benevolent author of this religion himſelf, is 
the ſalvation of ſinners :** that ſalvation, you 
perceive is to be effected, by bringing ſinners 
to repentance :”” and your great lord and maſter 
hath ſhewn you a pattern, and left you to imitate 
an example of the moſt tender compaſſion and 
unwearied benevolence in this important work. 
Your preſent laudable Deſign is a noble copy 
after his example : Tender compaſſion, and the 
moſt diſintereſted benevolence have mov'd you 
to provide the means of repentance, and ſo the 
means of ſalvation for many miſerable ſouls, 
who, without this proviſion, muſt periſh in 
inevitable deſtruction. ' Thus are you happy 1 in 

treading in the ſteps, and being fellow workers | 
together with the God of your ſalvation. f 
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*Tis true, that to common and ſuperficial 
obſervers of things, nothing ſeems a more de- 
teſtable object, more worthy our hatred and 
ſcorn, than a common and peſtilent Proſtitute. 
And indeed were thoſe in that miſerable con- 
dition, either plac'd in it by their own choice, 
or detained in it, by their own free-will : had a 
vicious inclination at firſt introduced, or did the 
ſame vicious inclination continue them in it, 
amidſt repeated opportunities to retrieve and re- 
turn: we would then grant, they were utterly 
unworthy the leaſt bananen, and more be- 
neath humanity, than the beaſt that periſheth. 
But when we are fully convinc'd, that different, 
far different is the truth of the caſe ; then com- 


paſſion pleads their cauſe, and humanity urgeth 
us to their ſuccour and redreſs, | 

For though the great author of our being 
| hath, for wiſe and good ends, implanted the 
ſame paſſions in either ſex, and therefore tranſ- 
greſſion is as poſſible, and of conſequence as 
excuſeable on the weaker fide, as it is on the 
ſtronger ; yet fact abundantly demonſtrates to us, 
that men for the moſt part, are the Seducers ; ; 
and the generality of thoſe, who now claim our 
aid, have been introduced to their miſery, by 
the complicated arts of ſeduction, and by -every 
unjuſtifiable method, which cruel and” brutiſh 
luſt —_ to the Try ſeducer.

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And it is well known, how much harder 
that caſe in this particular, is with the female 


| ex, than with our own.—One falſe ſtep for ever 


ruins their fair fame; blaſts the fragrance of 
virgin innocence, and conſigns them to contempt 
and diſgrace! while the anther of their diſtreſs 
may triumph in his villainy! and - ſhame to hu- 
man nature — not be branded with one mark of 
reproach for the ruin of a fellow- creature! 
And when once, by whatever unhappy means 
undone, the wretched outcaſt hath no reſource, 
no redreſs : but muſt fall from ſhame to ſhame ; 
from ſorrow to ſorrow : fall lower and lower in 
the pit of foul miſery, and drudge in the labour 
of odious proſtitution, to onlerve a burthen- 


ſome Being from famine and from death. 


Thus ſoul and body are loſt at once; and an 


uſeful member is cut off from the community 


in early youth, having done no good, nay, 
having diffuſed much evil amongſt her fellow- 
creatures. In early youth indeed; very many of 
the unhappy objects now in the houſe, being un- 
der fourteen years of age, and a great part de- 


bauch'd and introduc'd into this wretched way 


of life, before that age *, and of courſe, before 


In a paper of our worthy Treaſurer's now before me, 
and written ſome time ſince, I read, Out of an hundred 
girls, now in the Magdalen Houſe, above a ſeventh part have 
not yet ſeen their fifteenth year ; ſeveral are under fourteen ; 
and one third of the whole have been betray d before that 
age.“

their crime: and it is greatly more than pro- , 


bable, that of theſe objects, /fxty in an hundred, or 
more, would have been dead in leſs than two 
years; that many of them who are now healthy 
and happy in the houſe, would have been z 
ſuffering in the miſeries of future condemnation t 
To prevent this, as far as you may, and to 
provide ſome relief for ſufferers ſo truly pitiable, 
is the benevolent and humane motive, which 
| hath engaged you my worthy Friends and Bre- 
ihren, the Governors and PromoTERs of this 
deſign, to unite your generous efforts, and to 
join hand and heart in the good cauſe. 

And what cauſe can more deſerve encourage- 
ment what charitable inſtitution be calcula- 
ted to do greater good? for this extends itſelf 
to the ſouls as well as the Bodies of our fellow- 
creatures: and as much more noble and excel- 
lent as an immortal ſoul is, than a periſhing 

body; ſo much more noble every inſtitution 
which extends to the welfare of the former, than 
thoſe which extend only to the welfare of the 
latter. The great ſucceſs this charity hath hitherto 
met with, abundantly confirms this opinion. 
Permit me fincerely to congratulate you on 
the ſucceſs, which hath thus far crown'd your 

commendable undertaking. If they, who turn

In truth human works are ſo imperfect, and 


the very beſt inſtitutions ſo liable to ſome defects 
and abuſes, that nothing can be attempted or 
propoſed, wherein ſome evil may not probably 


mix itſelf with much good: and whoever 
ſhould refuſe to enter upon any excellent work, 


till every poſlible objection was removed, would 
hang in the heſitancy of doubt all the days of 
e | HE His 
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his life, and waſte uſeful time and talents in 
fruitleſs enquiries and empty ſpeculations. We 
muſt advance to action with all reaſonable pre- | 
caution; proceed with all imaginable activity 
and care; and obviate with all wiſdom and 
ſagacity every objection, which experience may 
find prejudicial to 9s progreſs of the e 2 
inſtitution, F 
The objections indeed raiſed againſt this un- 
dertaking have been, and are ſo ſlight and in- 
ſignificant, that they deſerve not to be mentioned. 
Its utility and preſent great advancement, above 
all other arguments, anſwer every cavil. And 
whoever are yet but ill convinced of its advan- 
tage, will be far more ſtrikingly, far more feel- 
ingly convinc'd of it by a ſight of the comely 
order, and decent appearance found in the public 
worſhip, at the Chapel of the Houſe (where many 
have Jet their objections, and felt its utility) far 
more than from any thing I can urge on its be- 
half. Yet, ſurely, if any thing be uſeful; if 
any thing be excellent; if any thing be praiſe- 
worthy ; if any thing becomes us as men; if 
1 any thing becomes us as members of civil ſo- 
ciety; if any thing becomes us as Chriſtians ; 
it is, to ſave, from utter and inevitable mi- 
ſery, the ſouls of poor, abandoned, wretched

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fellow-Chriſtians, who have no other reſource,

I _ nity, the inſtruments of fouleſt pollution, and 
N moſt poiſonous contagion: it is to reſtore to the

have been employed, nor ever reſtored, 
Let me not doubt then, that all of You who

are fatisfied, can never be inattentive to the 


welfare, never unaffected by the calamities, of 
their fellow- creatures. You who have hap- 


pily perſevered in the pleaſing paths of virtue,

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delightful a conduct, and may eaſily gueſs the 
miſeries of a different ſtate. You, who have 
known the fatal pleadings of paſſion, can more 
eaſily pity them, whom thoſe pleadings have ſe- 
duced and deſtroyed. And you, who. are poſ- 
ſeſſed of all the ſweetneſſes and delicacies of the 


tender mind, and a happier ſtate, can more eaſily

miſcuous proſtitution; and will, on theſe ac- 
counts, be the more ready to reach out your 
pitying hand, and ſave from diſtreſs beyond the 
reach of deſcription, many of your own ſex, for 
whom, till this happy e no redreſs 
was provided. 

And while many of you feel the ſoft yearnings

| St. LUKE xix. 10. 


FOR THE SON OF MAN 1S COME TO 


SEEK AND TO SAVE THAT WHICH 
Was LOST. 5 


HE reaſonableneſs of its precepts, and 
the great agreement of its Doctrine to the 
neceſſities of mankind, are clear evidences of 
the Truth of Chriſtianity, and ſatisfactory proofs 
that it comes from the Father of Wiſdom, and 
the God of all Mercy, Let every religion, 
which pretends to divine revelation, be examin- 
edin this view ; the Heathen, or Mahometan, or 


whatever other oppoſite perſuaſion ; and they 
will be found wanting ; offenſive to the beſt rea- 
fon, and inadequate to the moſt preſſing exigen- 
cy of human nature; That I mean, of pardon 
and reconciliation with an offended Deity; of 
forgi veneſs and peace to the wounded conſci- 


ence; 
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ence; of aſſured grace and favour to the repent 
ing and returning Sinner. 

This was a perry, a glorious and heaven- 
ly manifeſtation reſerved for, and truly worthy 
of that Son of God, and Saviour of the world, 
who came to ſeek and to ſave that which s loſt; 
who came to raiſe the Penitent from the gloom 
of deſpair to the light of enlivening hope; who 
came to reſcue Sinners from the bondage of fin 
at once, to ſet them free from the anguiſh of a 

wounded conſcience, and to direct their feet 
under the guidance of gratitude and grace, into 
the happy paths of Obedience and Virtue. | 

We will briefly conſider the Chriſtian Religi- 
on, in reference to its great deſign; and then 
mew, how much comfort may be deriv'd from 
hence, to YOU eſpecially, who have ſought 
the ſhelter of this hoſpitable dwelling; which, 
| like Heaven, opens its friendly doors Fo the re- 
ception of afflicted and returning Penitencæ: and 
which, of conſequence, well deſerves that regard 
and protection, which it finds, and, we truſt, 
will continue to find, from the moſt virtuous 
and the moſt noble : from ſouls moſt enlarged 
by religion, from hearts moſt tenderly influenc'd 


by humanity. 


I. With an eye then to this good undertaking, 
let us conſider the great and leading principle in 


the 
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the revelation of Chriſt : which is amply diſcover- 
ed to us by our Saviour, in the words of the 


Text, who certainly beſt knew himſelf the intent 


of his coming into the world; and He came, he 


aſſures us, to ſeek and is ſave that which was loſt ;, 
to recover and reſtore loſt ſinners: and to admit 
them to grace and pardon, on their true repent- 
ance and return to God. His revelation there- 
fore is founded upon, and neceſſarily ſuppoſes, 
the depravity of nature, and the irregularity of 
practice; as it is immediately calculated to re- 
medy the former, and to provide a ſufficient 
atonement for the latter. Look upon it, in 


any other view, and it becomes a thorough 


contradiction. 7] | 
For, were human nature perfect; and were it 
poſſible to pay an unerring obedience to the law 


of conſummate righteouſneſs : did virtue con- 


tinvally attend our ſteps ; uprightneſs and in- 
tegrity ever wait ypon our doings : did no vices 
defile, no guilt alarm, no tranſgreſſions bear teſ- 


timony againſt us; there would be no room for 


penitence or pardon : we could never want the 
grace of forgiveneſs, as unconſcious of offence 
and might, with ſome ſhew of juſtice, demand 
the Deity's attention, and lay claim to the re- 
wards of his kingdom. The religion of Chriſt 
upon this view, would be vain and inefficacious : 
Ang the names of Saviour, Redeemer, and Reſtorer, 

=" 1:66 would 
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would be ſounds without — and words 
without ſenſe. 


But in truth, This hath never been the caſe 
with mankind: Ever ſince the fall of our firſt 
parents, time and corruption, depravity, and 
offence have gone on hand in hand: and the 
hiſtory of every period fully ſatisfies us, that 
human nature hath been in every period, the 
ſame; ever alike prone to ſin, ever alike taint- 
ed with guilt: every imagination of the thoughts. 
of man's heart (in the language of the ſacred. 
volumes, of man's Heart, when not reſtrained 
by. the grace of God) hath been only evil continual- 
ly. And tho' the preference hath in every reſpect 
been given to virtue; tho' Philoſophers have 
taught; tho' education from infancy hath ex- 
erted its power; nay, tho' the Moſt High hath 
revealed his holy will, under the moſt tremen- 
dous ſanctions; yet the malady hath ſtill re- 
mained unremoved: and to this day we too feel- 
ingly lament the prevalence of paſſions, and the 
degeneracy of our nature. 

The wiſdom of philoſophy, tho” conſcious of 
the evil, could neither aſſert the true cauſe, nor: 
aſſign the adequate remedy. Virtue, . they al- 

low'd, they conſtantly maintain'd, was infinitely 

preferable to vice, was the only road to true 
happineſs here; was that alone whicky could 

recommend to God; if indeed there was a 

God, who regarded human affairs. But ſilent 
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was their voice, and unavailing their knowledge, 
when the heart oppreſſed with oil ſought to them 
for relief: when erring virtue, burden'd in con- 
ſcience, and deſirous of comfort, applied for 
eaſe to the one, and ſolid grounds for the other. 
They could neither aſſure ſuch of pardon for 

paſt offences; nor by any means enable them 

to walk blameleſs for the future. Fluctuating 
in doubt themſelves, they left others equally 
fluctuating; and the beſt hopes, they could dare 

to entertain, aroſe from ſome uncertain and dark 
expectations of a mercy, whereto they were 
ſtrangers : even doubting whether ſuch mercy 
exiſted at all; or if it exiſted, on what founda- 
tion they could preſume to expect it. 

To temove this uneaſy ſolicitude; to relieve 
theſe urging neceſſities; and to make the fulleſt 
and plaineſt diſcovery of divine mercy, reconct- 

lation, and peace; the Son of God aſſumed 
human nature, and entered upon his bleſſed mi- 
niſtry; the grand intent of which, was early 
diſcovered to Joſeph, by the angel, who informed 
him, Thou ſhalt call his name E SUS: for he 
ſhall ſave his people from their fins. Accordingly, 
that Prince of Peace no ſooner made his public 
appearance, than Pardon and Life were offer'd 
from his gracious lips to Penitence and Faith, 
The burden'd fon}, the heart oppreſs'd, the 
Aricken conſcience fought him, and he remov'd 
the burden, gave them comfort, gave them \ 
. G 2 reſt. 
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reſt. Come unto me, all ye that travel, and are 


heavy-laden, was his royal and acceptable procla- 


mation, That he came to ſeek and to ſave 


thoſe who were loſt; loſt to their God, loſt. 


to themſelves, loſt to future bleſſedneſs ; that 
he came not to call the righteous, but ſinners to 


repentance z; that he came to ſearch for and re- 


ſtore the wandering ſheep to the fold ; to em- 
brace with fatherly compaſſion, the returning 
prodigal ; that his grand buſineſs was the ranſom 
of Mankind, the reſcue of Sinners, the redemp- 
tion of Tranſgreſſors, he continually witneſſed 
by every word and by every action, But above 
all, he gave teſtimony to the great, the conſola- 


tory truth, when, good and tender ſhepherd, he 
laid down his life for his ſheep ; when, as the pro- 
phet 1/a7ah finely expreſſes it, he was wounded for 
our tranſgreſſions ; when the chaſtiſement of our peace 


was upon him; when he was oppreſſed, and was 
affiited ; when he poured out his ſoul unto death 
and the Lord laid on him the iniquity of us all *. 


Under this gracious diſpenſation, we have no 
longer any cauſe of doubt, diſtreſs, or deſpair : 


no longer, as in the heathen world, need we 
wander in che wretched wild of perplexing un- 
_ certainty z3 oppreſſed with the conſciouſneſs of 
guilt, which we fear can obtain no pardon, 
or unacquainted wherewith to come before the 


Lord, or what ſacrifice to offer as an atonement 


„ Sce the whole 53d Chapter, 
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for the ſin of our ſouls. Happy for vs, tho' our 
guilt be complicated, and our offences nume- 


rous ; we may be aſſur'd of forgiveneſs, thro? 


His ſufficient merits, who liv*d, who died, who 
roſe again to ſave us. Mhoſoever cometh to him, 


he hath himſelf declared, he will in no wiſe caſt 


out : he never rejects the petition of the contrite 
and the humble: with Him, real penitence and 
prayer never yet ſued in vain : None ever iruſted 


in him, and was confounded : nor did he ever deſpiſe 
any that called upon him. 


And to perfect his heavenly ourpdle: not only 


pardon is freely beſtowed upon the penitent, 
but grace is given to aſſiſt, and the ſpirit of his 


love never withheld from thoſe, who wiſh, by fu- 


ture obedience, to win his regard, and to witneſs 


their ſincere ſenſe of their former miſery, and 


preſent happineſs. For we muſt never fail to 
remark, at all times, in teſtimony of the com- 
plete wiſdom and excellence of the Chriſtian - 


diſpenſation, that tho* it holds out to the peni- 


tent believer the moſt ſubſtantial conſolation, 
in full and free forgiveneſs ; yet that forgiveneſs 


is ever ſuſpended on the condition of future 


gratitude and obedience : a deficiency in which, 

will infallibly cancel all former grants of . 

And thus while, with the moſt beautiful pro 
Priety, it affords the wiſh'd, the e oa valuable,

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relief to the repenting ſinner ; it yet adminiſters 
not the leaſt encouragement geln itſelf ; thun- 
dering oùt its threats to the preſumptuous offend- 
er; ſweetly tendering its divineft comforts to 
the contrite and-ſelf-abaſed Chriſtian. This was 
a point, which human wiſdom, and the ſchools of 
antient ſcience could never arrive at: they knew 
no means to ſave the ovilty, yet condemn the 

guilt: they knew no method to preſerve at once 
the honour of the Mercy and of the Juſtice e of the 
rern Ruler of mankind“. 


= Dr. 2 ung, in his Night- Thoughts, bas ſinely as 
on this topic: 


O'er guilt, (how mountainous !) with out-ſtretcht arms, 
Stern Juſtice, and ſoſt ſmiling love embrace, 
Supporting in full majeſty thy throne, 
When ſeem'd its majeſty to need ſupport, 
Or that, or uan, inevitably loſt. | 
What but the fathomleſs of thought divine

beſt, and higheſt hopes in the ſoul ; and to lead 


from diſtreſs, anxiety, and deſpair, to comfort 
and peace, to renewed, virtue, gratitude, and 


God. 


II. Can it fail then to fill your ſouls, with the 
moſt ſenſible joy, when you reflect, that all the 
comforts of this bleſſed religion may be yours: 
that all the felicities it propoſeth are now within 
the reach of your future good endeavours: : that 
led, by real penitence and faith, to your Savi- 
our and your hope, preſent pardon undoubted- 


ly is yours; future bliſs will be yours, as un- 
doubtedly, if you happily preſevere in the good 
part you have choſen ! And we will not be back- 


ward to believe, but that the ſame right inclina- 
tions which induced you to ſeek this peaceful 
haven, from the ſtorm and tempeſt of vice and 
the world, will, thro' Grace, continue to influence 
your conduct; * and to preſerve you ſtedfaſt in

ſequence, you were loſt to reputation; the moſt 


humane and beneficent could only behold and 
commiſerate; they had no power to relieve.

even to your beſt and neareſt friends; even to 


the beloved parents, whoſe delight you once 
were; who, with tender and ſleepleſs anxiety, 
watch'd over your infant wants; who, perhaps, 
with daily toil, ſoften'd by the endearments of 
Parentaz allecUon, labour'd to ſupply your grow- 


the higheſt e and when the circumſtances 
of ſome are conſidered, 580 have unhappily never had the

advantages of education; it will be rather marvellous, chat 


they demean themſelves ſo well, and improve ſo much, than 
that they ſhould behave otherwiſe. The judicious and hy- 


mane, reflecting upon themſelves, and upon human frailty, 


will never too ſuddenly expect perfection in any: and till 


we are ſo ourſelves, under ſuperior advantages, let us not 


de too haſty in condemning others for the want of it, under 


advantages, greatly inferior.

of every conſolation ; and unable to ſupport at 
once—for, alas ! who can ſupport ?—the inſuf-

If Rome decreed a Civic crown, and public 

| honours to him, who ſaved the fe of a ſingle 
citizen; of what honours may not they be 
thovght worthy, who ſhall conduce not only to 
ſave 
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ſave ſo many lives, to their country * ; but alſo 
to reſcue ſouls, the ſouls of many fellow-crea- 
tures and fellow-Chriſtians, from death ever- 
laſting ? If any thing be praife worthy, ſuch be- 
| nevolence hath the juſteſt claim to that praiſe ; 
aſſuredly, it is moſt becoming the Chriſtian 
character, moſt becoming the nobleſt virtue, the 
beſt and moſt generous humanity : For, ſhall 


In this ſingle view, independant of their parents, fa- 
milies, and their own eternal ſalvation, that the preſent 
deſign takes out of the public ſtreets, ſo many objects, who 

are the peſt and the reproach of the metropolis, who exiſt by 


making a prey of the thoughtleſs, and unwary, the maud- 
lin huſband, and the unguarded apprentice ; and that it 


renders them happy, healthy, uſeful members of the ſociety. 


Surely in this fingle view, it merits every commendation. 


% But, fay ſome, the ſtreets are not leſs peſtered now, than | 


before this inftitution.” This, we are informed, is not 


quite true: and we apprehend it cannot be true: the dini- 


nution of ſo many women as are now in the Magdalen Houſe, 
cannot fail to be perceived, in ſome quarters of the town at 


leaſt: and miſchief is indiſputably prevented; as they muſt 


have been employed in their dire trade, had they not been 
ſheltered there; tho? alas, poor wretches ! many of them had 


certainly been no longer nuiſances in this world. But, ſup- 


poſing this fact true, we obſerve, that it reflects not at all 
upon the charity, nor the worthy ſupporters of it; who have 
not the immediate power to cleanſe the ſtreets. They ſhould 
| look to that, whom it directly concerns; and we have good 
hope they will do fo ; exerting all their influence, - which 


ſurely every well-wiſher to Society ſhould exert, —to expel _ 


this ſcandalous defilement from the grand and moſt public 


ſtreets of our city. A defilement, we remark, with ſome 
concern, not found in any other civilized city upon earth, 


And, pleaſed as we are to conceive our own one of the moſt 
civilixed, and tne moſt Chriftian, how can we ſuffer ſuch a 


reproach to diſgrace at once our Police. and cur Chriſtianity ? 


we 
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we ſuffer ſuch miſerable unfortunates to periſh 
unpitied, nor attend to the cries of thoſe, who; 
in the moſt exquiſite calamity, call alcud for 
our relief; the cries of that ſofter * and more 
helpleſs ſex, who ſeem peculiarly to claim their 
protection, to whoſe comforts in life they ſo 
eminently adminiſter ; the affecting cries of 
thoſe, who have no other means of redreſs, who 
have no other power of return; ſhall we ſuffer 
them to periſh, caſt off, abhorred, and negledted 
buy all; and, ſteeled to pity by their faults, not 
be melted by their miſery and diſtreſs ? 
And yet, perhaps, for their faults, (to ſoften 
the rigour of obdurate Virtue ; tho', indeed, true 
virtue leſs requires to be ſoftened : the moſt vir- 
| tuous are always the moſt compaſſionate : yet) 
Perhaps, to extenuate their faults, much they 
might have to plead ; nay, much they have-to 
plead : the complicated arts of ſeducers; the 
treachery of perfidious friends; the ſoftneſſes

It i is the higheſt perfection, not only of men, 


but of angels; nay, it is the darling attribute 


of the Deity himſelf; of the almighty and 
5 nal God, who hath ſtiled himſelf Love, and 


is continually. manifeſting the moſt glorious diſ- 


plays thereof, through all the Various ſyſtems of 
Creation, | 
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Sine we were forin'd 3 in the image of God, it 
is no wonder that benevolence is deeply rooted 
in the nature of man : ſince the Son of God, 
ſolely actuated by this divine principle, tumbled 
himſelf to the infamy and torture of the croſs, 
it is no wonder, that this gracions ſufferęr hath 

conſtituted benevolence the ſtandard of all ex- 
cellence, and the fummit-of al moral perfection:

And ſurely, if ever charitable deſign peculiarly 


claimed the patronage of the great and the good ; 
it is this for which we plead. Every chriſtian, 
every humane, every tender and compaſſionate 
motive unites to recommend and enforce it. 
Mean and deſpicable is the attempt to. raiſe 
the reputation of one work upon the ruin of 
another ; ; or to think of applauding this by: de- 
preciating the merit of that charity. True be- 
nevolence, however it may affect one more than 


another, will yet rejoice in all: and though it 


_ not be able to lend much help to all, while

Pate of the merit of every good work. 
Theſe, I know, are the generous ideas of the 
encouragers of our preſent defign ; whoſe bounty 
is by no means confined to this ſingle work of 
mercy; ; but diffuſed, like ſtreams of water, thro' 
the dry deſart of neceſſity and ſuffering ; and 


' communicated alſo to many other humane and 


praiſe-worthy inſtitutions +. It will never there- 
fore be judged that we mean to prejudice any 


one of them; (God forbid that ſuch a thought 


ſhould ever karbbor itſelf in my breaſt !) that we 
mean to divert the current of benevolence from 
other objects of pity, from other labours of 
love ; while for our preſent inſtitution, we urge, 
and will endeavour to prove, that itis one of the 
GREATEST Charities in which Men or Chriſtiatis 
can be engaged. 


Now of human works, that muſt be the 


beſt and the moſt perfect, which approaches 


neareſt to the ſtandard of all goodneſs and per- 
fection. Muſt not that then be the higheſt

. charity, 
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charity, which moſt reſembles the charity of 
God; of Chriſt ; and of good angels? Muſt 
not that be the higheſt charity, which provides 
not only for the bodily diſtreſſes of fellow- 
creatures, but for all their ſpiritual wants: which 
not only reſtores to health, to reputation, to 
peace in this world; but, properly improved, to 
everlaſting} health and peace in the future world ? ? 
Muſt not that be the higheſt charity, which not 
only conſults the happineſs of the objects 
themſelves, but which takes in a large and 
affecting, circle, all the dear and tender names 
of parent, brother, Liſter, friend: and which 
gives balm and relief to the moſt acute and 
tormenting of all pains, the pain of the affectio- 
nate parent's wounded heart? Muſt not that 
be the higheſt charity, which gives hope to the 
hopeleſs ; relieves, from. unutterable diſtreſs, 
fouls plunged into the very bitterneſs of woe 
' teaches the tongue to. bleſs, which before in 
deſpair even blaſphemed its God, and curſed its 
own exiſtence; teaches the hands to labour, 
which were wantoning in the moſt pernicious 
idleneſs: and, at the ſame time, that it removes 
obnoxious. and deſtructive, reſtores uſeful and 
induſtrious members to the commonweal ? 
Such is the charity, which we would recom- 
mend to your favourable ſuccour: It cannot 
want that ſuccour; for=your hearts not only feel 
the noble touches of benevolence ; ; but you are 


deſirous

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deſirous to imitate the pattern of all perfection 


to be like your God, and your Saviour; and 


to ſhare the buſineſs and the bleſſedneſs of an- 


gels. This you will ſhare, by communicating to 


our preſent inſtitution ; thus reſtoring to God, 
to happineſs, and to hope, loſt and ruined ſinners! 
And finners—let me add, further to recommend 


our inſtitution—who, denied the ſhelter of this 
| hoſpitable charity, what probability, I might 
ſay, what poſſibiliry have they to avvid the mi- 


ſeries of utter perdition ? No benevolent heart 


-would ſurely refuſe them one chance, one ſingle 


chance for repentance and life! And this is all for 
which we plead, Nay certainly, not even the 
moſt rigid virtue could deny one chance, one fin-. 
gle chance for ſalvation, when able to give that 


chance, to any unhappy fellow creatures ; and 
when morally aſſured, that oy muſt for ever 
be loſt without it! | 


«© But then, ſome may ſay, were it not : better 


to unite all our efforts for the prevention of this 


evil, which is attended with ſuch dreadful conſe- 
quences ? Tes doubtleſs, we reply, if it could 


be prevented: but while human paſſions conti- 
nue what they are, it is much to be feared that 


no efforts can wholly prevent this evil. Certain- 


ly by the increaſed diligence of the magiſtrate, . 
much of the public nuiſance, ſo juſtly complained 


of, and fo reproachful to the police, morals, and 
religion of our metropolis, might be re-

moved®, and 1 it is hoped, will be ee But 


while human nature remains as it is, men will ſe- 


duce, and women will hearken; andthere will ever 
be, as there have ever been, too many deluded 
objects, to move our commiſeration, and to call 


for our chriſtian concern. 


But theſe (it may be ſaid again) are "ak 


worthleſs objects; they have brought themſelves 


into theſe 4 and conſequently merit no 
pity.” Alas! how ſuperficially do they reflect 
upon the charity of God. and of Chriſt ; how ; 
little upon the nature of true benevolence , who 


thus object. For whom doth God diſpenſe his 


providential bleſſings? upon whom doth his fun 


| ſhine, and his light ariſe? only on the juſt? 
For whom did God ſend his only begotten i into 
the world ? for whom did that oply begotten 
bleed and die on the croſs ? only for the wor- 
thy and deſerving? No: for a world of sIN- 


NERS; for ALL or us, Whoſe many offences 


» Unqueſtionably theſe miſerable Lilies might be pre. 


vented from plying ſo ſcandalouſly in the great and leading 


ſtreets of the metropolis : unqueſtionably ſo many of the 


| Houſes harbouring, notoriouſly harbouring them, might be 
diſcountenanced: unqueſtionably they might be prevented 
from fitting out to enſnare, in ſome parts of the tovrn, even in 
the broad light of the mid-day! and all this without any 

 Carger of leſſening the number of ſuch women to that degree, 
that «vor/e vices would follow! as hath been the 7uſinuation 
and pretence of ſome, who perhaps, are glad of an excuſe for 
their neglect of prope exertion in this matter.

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have made us obnoxious to the condemnation of 


God; and who, therefore, ſhall we ſay, ** merit 


no pity ?” Far different is the method of our 
God's gracious: dealings with us! The prodi- 


gal ſon in the goſpel brought himſelf into a 
| ſtate of indigence and miſcry; yet did not his 


father utterly reject him. The adulterous wo- 
man; the impure Magdalen; the denying Peter, 
all, all of them were in this reſpe& without ex- 
cuſe ; their mouths were ſtopped before God;

plead. Yet did He freely forgive them all their 
treſpaſſes. Nay, and all the fouls, which are,

when we are with-held from diſpenſing our ſea- 
ſonable bounty by no narrow and unworthy pre- 


judices it being ſufficient to engage all our beſt

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Thus much may be urg'd in behalf of the 
objects of our preſent concern, upon the ſuppo- 
ſition of their utter unworthineſs. 

One would however 1 imagine that no human 
beings could be precipitate in their cenſures, or- 
| haſty in their condemnation of fellow creatures, 
miſled by a paſſion, which, however fatal and 
dangerous, when unmortified and unſubdued, is 
yet, for wiſe and good ends, interwoven in the 
frame of our nature; and from ſome aberrations 
in which, but few, it is to be feared, can plead 
abſolutely guiltleſs. When there fore we conſider 
the ſtrength of paſſion, and the imbecillity of 
reaſon; when we conſider that the moſt generous 
and humane diſpoſitions have ſometimes been led 
captive by this deluſive paſſion; when we conſi- 
der that ſuch, many ſuch, moſt celebrated in 
ſtory, have not only felt and acknowledged the 
ſevereſt checks of conſcience, but by God's 
grace, have become as eminent for their peni- 
tence as for their faults: ſuch refteftions muſt 
| ſoften the rigour of our judgments ; muſt lead 
us not to doubt of the poſſibility of the thorough 
and real reformation of thoſe unhappy young 
| creatures, who have fallen timid to 4 paſſion 


of ſuffering 3 3 — 5 ES or 2 0 theſe 
ends are anſwered, it is as barbarous as it is uſeleſs, to puniſh : 
it is abſolutely inhuman not to relieve the ſufferer. When, 
therefore, unhappy women ate deſirous to reform and amend ; 
wnat can Juſlily our conduct, if we refuſe them the means ? 


Which 
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which is common to our nature; and who 
have much to urge, much to plead in their own 
behalf, and in requeſt of our e and 
compaſſion. 

Some of them will tell you, of the baſe ad 
treacherous arts of mercileſs ſeducers ; who, by 


every unlawful method, by vows, by promiſes, 
by oaths, won their unſuſpecting, honeſt, gentle 


hearts; hearts yet unpractiſed and eſtranged to 


guile | won and abandoned them (ah cruel and 


perfidious ! let ſuch boaſt their conqueſts !) 


won and abandoned them to ſore deſtruction, 


Some of them will tell you. of the afflicting and 


early loſs of careful and affectionate parents, who 


left them, left their beloved orphans, to an inju- 


rious world; left them an eaſy, artleſs prey, or 
ever they could diſtinguiſh evil from good, or 
good from evil; a prey to the inhuman barbarity 5 
of the ſavage miniſters of loſt, Others, with . 


ſtreaming eyes will plead, as coercive argu- 
ment, for their continuance in ſuch a ſtate, 
that they could find no hand to relieve, no heart 
to pity ; that there was no place for them to fly 


unto, that none cared for their ſouls : that their 
friends, nay, their deareſt parents, forſook them! ! 
that they had not, they could not find where to 


lay, where to conceal, their wretched heads] And 


ſome will urge the ſtrong and irreſiſtible calls of 


hunger and of thirſt ; appetites which muſt be 


ſatisfied: But, ah truly pitiable daughters of 


affliction ſ 
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affliction! not ſolely hunger and thirſt of their 
own, but of a miſerable babe perhaps, the ſad 
iſſue of their unfortunate guilt ; yet not on that 
account the loſs claiming all the tenderneſs of 
' maternal love! nd could the mother ſee the 
little helpleſs innocent periſh in her arms? Could 


ſhe behold its tongue cleaving to the roof of its 
mouth for hunger, and for thirſt? Oh what could 


not a mother rather behold ! what virtue would 


not fink under ſuch a trial] Can a woman forget 
her fucking child 5 Pity her, oh pity her, ye hap- 
Pier mothers ; and ſay, could ye not excuſe 4 
crime—fay rather, will ye not bleſs this hofpita- 

ble charity, which relieves the inexpreſſible dif- 
treſs of many ſuch miſerable women? 

| Indeed, Icannot but obſerve here, that fo ſcani- 
ty are the means of ſubſiſtence allowed the fe- 
male ſex ; ſo few the occupations which they can 


I purſue, __ thoſe ſo much engroſſed by our ſex : 


ſo ſmall are the profits ariſing from thai labours, 
and ſodifficult often the power of obtaining em- 
ployment, eſpecially for thoſe of doubtful cha- 
rafter ; and frequently fo utter their unſkilful- 
neſs in any branches of their common induftry, 
from a miſtaken negle& of their parents in their 
education; ſeveral of whom, while they abſurd- 
ly expend much on boarding-ſchools, think it 
beneath them to have their daughters taught a 
trade. So ſcanty are the means of ſubſiſtence, 
ariſing from theſe and the like cauſes, that, it 1s 
Due 
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but too well Known, many virtuous and decent 
young women, left deſolate with poor unfriended | 
children, have been compelled to the horrid 
neceſſity (and we want not to be told, what 
numbers in this great city lie in wait to improve, 
and turn to their own advantage that neceſſity) | 
of procuring bread by proſtitution ! which no- 
thing could have induced them ſo to procure, but 
the cries and tears of hungry children, craving 
repeated ſupplies of food ; which thus becomes 
the food of bitterneſs to 85 mother, and renders 
life the moſt oppreſſive burden. 
But I dwell not now on the peculiar hardſhips, 
difficulties and diſtreſſes of the female ſex : I 
dwell not upon the temptations to which they 
are expoſed ; in the free and unreſtrained uſe of 
which, cruel ſeducers even think themſelves juſti- 
fiable : I dwell not upon the ſuperior advantages, 
(if advantages they may be called) which our ſex 
hath over them; whoſe reputation ſuffers no ſtain 
even from an avowed indulgence in this. vice; 
while one unhappy deviation blaſts the fair 
beauty of female honour. I dwell not upon 
theſe topics, they have been already fufficiencly 
handled. 
Suffer. me only to remark, that the weden of 
' this undertaking ſerves above all things to re- 
commend it, and to remove every objection 
which either caution or malevolence might have 


10 
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to urge againſt it f, Of the firſt two hundred 
women who voluntarily ſought this happy covert 
from the ſtorm, but a very ene num 
ber at this time remains in the houſe; and ſome 
of them ſo perfectly happy and ſatisfied with their 
fituation, that they pray never to depart thence, 


and have intreated permiſſion from the bene vo- 


lent governors of the charity to paſs their lives 
ſecluded from temptation and danger, within 
thoſe walls where they have found ſafety and 
Peace, 

Of the reſt, many have been introduced into 
decent ſervices, where they have conducted them- 
ſelves with ſo much propriety, that ſeveral have 
claimed and received that bounty, which the 
rules of the charity aſſign as an encouragement 
to thoſe who continue a year in their ſervices, 


and meet the approbation of their ſuperiors: 


For, particular application is given, not only to 
the habituating them all to induſtry, but like- 
wiſe to the teaching the uninſtructed ſuch 
branches of female employ, as may qualify 
them for different provinces, and enable them 
to get their livelihood with honeſty and credit, 

when they are replaced in the world, | 
That ſome ſhould again return to impurity, 
could not but have been ſuppoſed by the moſt 
ſanguine eſpouſers of this charity. But it ſurely 
deſerves attention, and is ſome proof of the right

part, even of thoſe who have been diſcarded w

to magiſtrates to ſend them abroad, and thereby

While it ought to be Vds d. as a mark 
of the good government and regulation of the 
| houſe, —and I think we may add, of the good 
intentions and right principles wherewith theſe 


women enter it—that ſince the inſtitution of it, 
no acts of flagrant indecency, or groſs miſbe- 


haviour have ever appeared; though no puniſh- 
ments or corrections are ever uſed; for nothing 


but the law of reaſon, of religion, and of lenity, 


is permitted to rule in a place, deſigned for a

Theſe are ſights which muſt refreſh every be 
nevolent mind; theſe are fiuits of this charity, 
which muſt render it amiable in all your eyes;

deeds of ſuch diſtinguiſhed excellence. For, 
granting. that many ſhould abuſe this well- 
intended deſign, (and what deſigns are not liable 
to abuſe ?) granting that half, only half of thoſe 
who. ſeek. its friendly ſhelter, ſhould duly im- 
prove its proffer*d bleſſings ; nay, granting that 
a tenth: part only ſhould be ſaved from the moſt 
exquiſite diſtreſs which can afflict human crea- 
tures ; that only a tenth part ſhould be ſaved 
from an. earthly and ſhocking death, amidſt all 
thoſe miſeries, which are of moſt fearful name, 
ſhould be ſaved from the unutterable miſeries of 
death eternal; ſurely it were a work well wor- 
thy all our pains, well worthy all the approba- 
tion and aid, which the great, the virtuous, and 
the good can give. 
But indeed we have all the certainty which 
the nature of the work will admit, that a far

of this inſtitution, and are not only made happy 
themſelves, but diffuſe that happineſs through

Poſſibly, had 
they not heen admitted within thoſe charitable 
walls, they. had periſhed, horribly periſhed; in 
the ftreets, amidſt! cold and nakedneſs, famine 
and diſeaſe, uninſtructed, unrelieved, unpitied, 
impenitent! periſned miſerably in this ny only 
to enter on another far more miſerable, 
And indeed, when this thought extends itſelf 
to all the women now in the. houſe, bleſt with 
health, reſtored to happineſs, induſtriouſly em- 
ployed, and chearfully ſinging Praiſes t to their

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God ; many, very many of whom, moſt proba- 
bly without this relief, had long ago ended their 
days in the extremity of ſufferings, young and 
wretched: victims, to the deſolation of wide waſt- 
ing and unrelenting luſt, our compaſſion muſt

As you cannot but be ſenſible that the 
expences attending ſuch a family are great, your 
own reflection muſt ſhew you, that there is an 
abſolute neceſſity for much Induſtry on your 
part; and we muſt inform you, that ready as we 
are to ſuccour the diſtreſſed, and to contribute 
with all liberality to their relief; yet, it cannot 
be ſuppoſed that this houſe is deſigned to 
harbour and encourage the idle and the vi- 
cious; and therefore a want of induſtry will al- 
ways be ſufficient to loſe our eſteem, as it will 
too plainly ſnew your want of Principles.

But, 
above all, the preſent Being of the Chriſtian religion, and- 
its particular frne/5 to the ſtate of the human race, and the 
wants of miſerable ſinners, prove its divine original: for 
we may be ſatisfied, that it could never have exiſfed at all, 
much leſs have continued to this time, if it had not been di- 
vine; ſince it was introduced and propagated without any 
human aid, without arts, arms, or eloquence, and in oppoſition: 
to all the opinions and religious eſtabliſhments then upon. 
earth. Chriſt, therefore, did aſſuredly live and die, and riſe, 
as we believe; and the Goſpel is the certain Revelation of 
God's love to mankind; of pardon and forgiveneſs to pe- 
nitent returning ſinners. And as from this pardon no ſuch 
ſinners are excluded; ſo they that confeſs and forlake their 
fins ſhall aſſurecly end Were. 

able 
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able to God, aad deſtructive to our own ſouls; 
is a firm reſolution to leave thoſe practices, which 
we are ſorry for; is a putting that reſolution into 
act. In one word, it is leaving the ways, as well 
as Hing grieved for the works of fin, The Pro- 
digal Son, not only was ſenſible of his own mi- 
ſery, and his ill conduct to his father, not only 
reſolved to ariſe and go to him, but actually 
aroſe, went and confeſſed his unworthineſs, and 
declared his determination to alter his life *. 
If then, you are bleſt with this happy repen- 
| tance; are ſorry for, and actually endeavour 
to change your life, and forſake your evil con- 
duct; then, in true faith, then, ſincerely believing 
that Chriſt died for ſinners, and offers pardon to 
the penitent, apply to him in lowly confeſſion, 
and reſt ſatisfied that he will never caſt you out. 
his is the ſtate to which we would deſire to 
bring you through God's grace; and for that 
purpoſe, nothing is here wanting. But we muſt 
urge one further conſideratation of vaſt moment 
to you; namely, that as to obtain free pardon 
through Chriſt, an actual forſaking of ſin is re- 
quiſite, ſo a ſtate of pardon implies and demands 
a new life: and there is nothing which can ſatis- 
factorily witneſs either to yourſelves or to others 
your real penitence and faith, but your future 
active obedience and unfeigned humility,

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We muſt expect therefore to ſee, 

1. In the public worſhip of God, the moſt ſo- 
ber, ſerious, and religious deportment. - The 
leaſt appearance of levity there will damp all our 
hopes. Conſider, in that holy {ſervice, the eye 
of infinite purity is full upon you, ſeeing into 
the very ſecrets of your hearts; and therefore 
imagine yourſelves ever in his ſight, and give 
place to no unhallow'd and unbecoming thoughts. 
But full of thankfulneſs for the rich mercies 
ſhewn you, join with fervent ſouls in the ſer- 
vice, and let your hearts ever keep pace with 
your lips. 

Human nature is ſo imperfect, that, ſpite of 

our beſt endeavours, our wretched thoughts will 
but tov eaſily wander even in the holieſt duties. 
This ſhould not diſcourage you when it hap- 
pens, but make you more humble, and more 


.. watchful; and it will be ſerviceable to you to 


be exactly careful in attending to the ſervice in 
your books, as well as in making the proper re- 
ſponſes, to which we muſt requeſt you to be 
very attentive; as alſo to read the leſſons in your 
Bibles. And as it is thought adviſable, that 
worthy people, deſirous of ſeeing this good 
work, ſhould be admitted to the Chapel, let that 
be another forcible motive to particular humi- 
lity in behaviour. The humble, meek, and 
downcalt look becomes thoſe who are in a ſtate 

. of 
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of penitence, and will ever recommend ; the 
bold and dauntleſs {tare will give but mean ideas 
of reformation ; though indeed, ſuch as have 
any ſenſe at all of their paſt ſhame, will find little 
courage to animate the wandering eye. 
As to the bleſſed Sacrament of the Lord's ſup- 
per, we ſhall ſay the leſs, as leaving it to the 
more particular concern of the Chaplain ; but it 
would give us infinite ſatisfaction to hear and to 
find, that you are all well diſpoſed, and properly 
prepared to be partakers of that holy feaſt, which 
is ſo neceſſary for every chriſtian, as well as ſo 
comfortable; and at which every true penitent, 
humble in ſoul, and deſirous to walk in newneſs 
of life, will ever be an accepted gueſt. 
And with regard to the inſtructions you have 
from the pulpit, we ſhall only ſay, that as they 
are calculated and delivered for your improve- 
ment, ſo we muſt require that you give good at- 
tention to them, and treaſure them up in your 
hearts; that you carefully apply them to your- 
ſelves, and pray to God for a bleſſing upon them; 
that you always read over the text, and talk of 
the ſermon one with another; and, if you can 
write, it may be of much advantage to tran- 
ſcribe the text, the heads of the ſermon, and any 
ſuch remarks as may chance particularly to ſtrike 
you. The review of this would afterwards be 
of much profit to you: And if you are careful 
thus to regulate your behaviour, in regard to 
| - the 
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the public worſhip of God, you will not fail in 
the ſame conſcicatious care, with reſpect 


2. To your private worſhip. 

Prayer is the moſt important duty of a Chriſ: 
tian: without a continuance in it, we can never 
hope to perſevere in the right path. Great are 
the promiſes annexed to it; and in the regular 
performance of it, we can ſcarce fail of a bleſ- 
ſing. Prayer is not mere lip- ſervice, not a la- 
bour only of the tongue, and a bare repetition 
of words; it is the deſire of the heart lifted up 
to God; it is the language of want: therefore 
you muſt be careful that your heart ſpeaks thro” 
your lips; and that your ſoul's deſire be eleva · 
ted to God, when you addreſs him! in the ſolemn 
duty of prayer. This, we hope, you will never 
omit to perform morning and evening, in private; 
for which purpoſe, two prayers are annexed, 
(which we could wiſh you to uſe, unleſs you 
have any more proper) at the ſame time not 
_ omitting to pour forth the earneſt requeſt of 
your hearts, in your own words, if you find par- 
_ ticular wants not ſpecified in theſe. There is 
too an holy kind of prayer, which requires no 
particular ſeafons, places, or forms, and which, 
as being the immediate language of the heart, 
aſcendeth moſt acceptably to God; we mean 
ejaculatory prayer; addrefling God in ſhort and 

humble petitions, wherever you are, or what- 
ever you are doing; ; ſuch petitions as your own 
hearts 
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hearts may dictate, or you may learn from the 
word of God, or the ſervice of the church. * 

3. Indeed, the beſt way to 1impyove your- 
ſelves in this divine art, will be to read daihy and 
regularly ſome part of God's word. You ſhould 
determine this with yourſelves, and let no day 
paſs without reading ſome portion, more or leſs, 
Wo = facred ſcriptures, eſpecially the New Teſta- 
ment. This will ſtrengthen your faith, and in- 
nat your knowledge, and enable you to be 
much in the practice of that ejaculation which 
we recommend. This too will enable you to 
keep your minds employed upon good and hea- 
venly ſubjects; which you:ſhould endeavour to 
contemplate as much. as you may, not only to 
prevent evil thoughts from moleſting you, but 
to convince you more and more of the excellency 

of the choice you have made. And for other 
books, if you are deſirous of reading, they will 
be carefully ſupplied you: we wiſh to ſee you 
employed, during your ſpare hours, in ſerious 
reading; and ſhould be glad, and much re- 
eommend it to thoſe of you who are beſt 
able, to read to ſuch. as are leſs inftructed ; and 
do labour after an increaſe of knowledge, which, 
wie doubt not, will bring an increaſe of virtue. 

4. Chearfulneſs and Content, will always be 
acceptable; and how can you better expreſs it, 
than by ſinging thoſe excellent and inſtructive 


n which are provided for you ; than by 
endeavouring, 
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endeavouring to improve in this holy employ- 
ment, which gives us ſuch ſatisfaction in the 
houſe of God? But remember, that the heart 
in ſinging ſhould accompany the voice; and that 
if you ſing thoſe ſacred compoſitions without 
due attention, you will receive no advantage. 
Endeavour to impreſs your ſouls with a due ſenſe 
of the ſubject; elevate your hearts to God; and 
then ſing with the voice of and the foul 
of 1 
With reſpect to your celan ſome- 
e hinted before: of this you muſt be 
eſpecially careful, as well as to avoid all pertneſs 
to your Superiors: and you will be ſo, if your 
hearts are truly changed. For out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth ſpeaketh. Looſe, vain, 
and vicious converſation, as it will be highly 
_ offenſive to. your benefactors, and is immedi- 
ately contrary to the rules of the houſe ; ſo will 
it be uneaſy and diſpleaſing to yourſelves, if you 
ſincerely feel and lament the ſad effects of looſe, 
vain, and vicious living. Let then zo corrupt 
communication proceed out of your mouths ; no pro- 
Fane, looſe, wicked words, no profanation of the 
holy name of God, Jeſus, &c. Never ſuffer your- 
ſelves to trifle with the name of the Almighty, 
wantonly, without meaning, or on frivolous oc- 
caſions; or to uſe any thing tending to an oath, 
as, Upon my ſoul, I hope to be ſaved, &c. but en- 
deavour to purify your lips from all appearance 
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of evil. When you converſe together, let it 
at leaſt he innocent: if it be poſſible, we could 
- wiſh it might be edifying ; and an attendance to 


the Rules above given, will enable you to make 


it ſo: But, for God's ſake, never be ſo abandoned 
and deteſtable, as to glory in your ſhame; as 


to repeat thoſe infamous ſcenes, which ſhould 
cover your faces with "confuſion ; and which, if 


you glory in them, unrepenting, will be pro- 
duced at the laſt day, before all the world, to 
your unſpeakable horror, and be the means to 


fink you for ever into che bottomleſs pit of end-

Lou muſt not conceive, that by entering into 
this Houſe your buſinels is done, and your Sal- 


vation ſecured; this would be a fatal miſtake. 
The life of a Chriſtian is a continued warfare ; 
and we have enemies, powerful enemies within, 
as well as without, to encounter and ſubdue. 


The fad corruption of our nature is the great

caſt away : 5 and if ſo great an Apoſtle, and ſo 
eminent a Saint, found this neceſſary for him, how 
much more neceſſary think you, is it for you ? 
for you, who like that Poſtle, are monuments 
of the mercy. may you' be cer nal monuments 
of the long - ſuffering rey of Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord 


Such are the general Heads of Advice we have 
thought proper to give you: for immediate di- 
rections, either as to Aae or e con-

eerns, you will always have acceſs to our Chap- 
Jain and Matron, who will be glad and ready to 
ſuccour and aſſt you with their beſt counſel, in

We have ſaid only what we expect from you in 
the general ; and have neither enlarged on your 
Duty as Chriſtians, or as Inhabitants of this 
Houſe ; ſince, for the former, we have ap- 
pointed regular inſtructions from the pulpit ; ;

And in all ſuch caſes, nay, whenever you find 
a oleam of the leaſt diſcontent ariſing in your 
heatte, caſt back your eyes, and reflect upon what 
you WERE, upon what you muſt BE, if you leave 
theſe friendly walls, and return to vice. 
Reflect upon the ſoul, dead in treſpaſſes and 
ſins, a ſtranger to its God, and loſt to happineſs: 
upon the body polluted with i iniquity, condemned 
to the foul drudgery of luſt, and to its deplora- 
ble conſequences, Shame and Diſeaſe | Reflect 
upon yourſelf, baniſhed from all true peace, a 
ſtranger to ſolid comfort, abhorred by the 
thinking and the virtuous “, deſpiſed and hated 
even by the moſt abject and vicious: caſt- | 


. There i is nothing, one would i imagine, which muſt affect 
the mind, eſpecially a female mind, equal to that contempt 
and neglect to which the loſs of reputation, and a ſtate of 
proſtitution ſubjects them. 1 hey can never be admitted into 
the company of any of their own ſex, who are worthy to be 
converſed with: all the virtuous , forſake and fly from 
them: they are neglected and deſpiſed by all; and even thoſe 
who ſe them have no true value for them, but the greateſt 


Hatred. O miſerable ſituation ! ye daughters of ſhame, re. 
flect and return 
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out, forlorn, and wretched, ſtung with the ſnarp 
upbraidings of condemning conſcience; an alien 
and an out- caſt from your neareſt friends; a ſore 
grief to the mother that ſuckled you at her bo- 
ſom; an afflicting ſhame to your father's old age; 
burdenſome to yourſelf, deſpicable to others; 
and ſpeedily about to end a miſerable exiſtence, 
only to enter on an exiſtence far more miſerable!

Of the GENERAL CourTs. 


I. The general courts conſiſt of at leaſt ten go- 
vernors. The preſident, or vice-preſident, 
the treaſurer, or chairman preſiding, is to 
explain the buſineſs of the aſſembly; to pur 
queſtions, and, if required, to put ſuch que- 
ſtions to the vote, by ballot ; and in caſe of 
an equality, ſuch perſon preſiding ſhall have a 
caſting-vote.
